SPACE  CENTER,  Houston  (AP)  -  Today  at  10:12  a.m., 
MDT,  American  astronauts  and  Soviet  cosmonauts  will 
accomplish  history’s  first  international  space  linkup. 

They  tinkered  away  minor  spacecraft  problems  with  a 
screwdriver  and  small  bandages  Wednesday  while  preparing 
for  the  meeting  symbolic  of  their  space  diplomacy. 

Astronauts  Thomas  P.  Stafford,  Vance  D.  Brand  and 
Donald  K.  Slayton  used  a  simple  screwdriver  to  remove  a 
docking  device  that  had  jammed  and  blocked  a  tunnel  in 
their  Apollo  craft. 

Meanwhile,  aboard  the  Soviet  Soyuz  craft,  cosmonauts 
Alexei  Leonov  and  Valeri  Kubasov  struggled  with  a  cranky 
television  camera  which  failed  shortly  after  launch. 

Russian  flight  controllers  said  a  camera  cable  needed  to  be 
insulated  and  the  Soviet  spacemen  showed  some 
inventiveness  in  trouble-shooting  the  problem. 

“Can  we  use  bandages  from  our  medical  kit  to  insulate  the 
end  of  the  cable?”  asked  Kubasov.  . 

“Yes,  Valeri,”  said  a  Russian  controller,  “you  can  do  it.” 
An  airlock,  called  the  docking  module,  will  act  as  a 
connecting  link  between  the  two  spacecraft. 

Earlier  Wednesday,  the  Soviet  cosmonauts  fired  rockets 
and  moved  the  orbit  of  their  Soyuz  craft  to  a  near  circular 
137  by  139  miles.  Cosmonauts  reported  the  20-second  burst 
went  perfectly. 

Stafford  explained  during  a  telecast  that  tvyo  broken  juice 
bags  have  given  the  spacecraft  interior  a  new  color  scheme.

The  astronauts  will  perform  four  rocket  burns  to  move

At  12:15  p.m.  EDT,  Stafford  will  edge  the  Apollo  craft 
forward  slowly  until  its  docking  latches  engage  those  on  the 
smaller  Soyuz. 

'  It  will  take  about  three  hours  to  prepare  and  check  out  the 
docking  module  for  an  exchange  of ,  visits  between  the 
spacecraft. 

At  about  3:20  p.m.  EDT,  the  final  hatch  separating  the 
two  craft  will  be  opened  and  Stafford  and  Leonov  will  seal 
their  mission  of  space  diplomacy  with  a  handshake. 

Like  diplomats  everywhere,  the  astronauts  and  cosmonauts 
will  exchange  gifts,  documents  and  souvenirs. 

Each  of  the  crewmen  will  visit  the  spacecraft  of  the  other 
country  at  least  once  and  the  space  voyagers  of  the  two 
nations  will  share  meals  and  conduct  joint  science 
experiments. 

Apollo  and  Soyuz  will  separate  after  two  days  and  then 
slowly  drift  apart  in  orbit.  The  Soyuz  will  return  to  earth  on 
Monday  and  the  Apollo  on  July  24. 

The  CBS,  NBC  and  ABC  television  networks  said 
Wednesday  the  Russians  have  agreed  to  provide  them  with 
live  TV  pictures  of  the  scheduled  Soyuz  landing  Monday 
morning  in  the  Soviet  Union.

Monday  from  6:30  to  7  a.m.  EDT  with  live  coverage  of  the 
landing,  spokesmen  said.

“My  husband  went  to  work 
at  6:00  a.m.  and  I  awakened 
at  7:30  a.m.,  kind  of  groggy. 

A  pain  came,  and,  unable 
to  reach  her  husband,  Mrs. 
Kenneth  L.  Evans  of  Orem 
called  the  fire  department 
and  said,  “I’m  having  a  baby 
and  need  an  ambulance;  the 
doors’s  locked  and  I  can’t  get 
up  so  you’ll  have  to  break 
in.” 

“It  took  about  two  minutes 
for  the  firemen  to  get  here. 
When  I  heard  them  at  my 
window  the  baby  had  just 
been  born,”  she  said. 

“The  firemen  came  in 
through  my  window.  The 
baby,  they  said,  was  not 
breathing,  nor  did  she  have  a 
pulse.  Emergency  Medical 
Technician  (EMT)  Lynn 
Rowley  began  a 
cardio-massage  on  the  baby 
With  one  finger  and 
mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation.” 

Rowley  filled  his  cheeks 
with  oxygen  from  an  oxygen 
line  and  blew  the  air  into  the 
baby’s  mouth.  While  he 
worked  to  revive  her,  the 
baby  was  transported  in  a 
police  patrol  car  to  Utah 
Valley  Hospital.  “I 
understand  they  were  going 
about  100  miles-an-hour  on 
the  highway,”  Mrs.  Evans 
added. 

The  baby  lived.  “She  was 
only  two  pounds,  eight 
ounces,  the  smallest  baby  to 
survive  at  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  last  year.  She 
suffered  no  damage  from  her 
premature  birth  and  is  now  a 
healthy  15-pound  baby.  She 
is  only  one  of  many  lives 
saved  by  the  EMT’s  and 
paramedics,”  Mrs.  Evans  said. 


Ten  of  the  newly  trained 
paramedical  personnel 
recently  graduated  from  a 
doctor-directed  18-week 
course  and  began  serving  in 
the  Provo-Orem  area. 

Jerry  Johnson,  an  Orem 
City  mobile  paramedic,  said 
the  specialized  training  he 
received  can  actually  extend 
the  arm  of  the  physician.  “I 


tell  him  what  I  see  and  the 
doctor  evaluates  the  data  and 
decides  the  procedures  he 
wants  me  to  follow  to  salvage 
the  victim  until  he  is 
transported  to  the  emergency 
room.  I  am  the  doctor’s  eyes 
and  hands  at  the  site,”  he 
said. 

Paramedics  are  permitted 
to  start  intravenous  infusions 


for  heart  or  trauma  victims, 
deliver  babies,  administer 
drugs  and  stabilize  diabetics 
under  doctor’s  orders, 
Johnson  explained. 

The  paramedics  also  study 
auto  extrication  and  not  only 
remove  the  car  from  the 
victim,  but  are  trained  to 
transmit  the  patient  without 
further  injury,  he  said. 


Paramedics  with  voice  and 
electrocardiogram  telemetry 
between  ambulances  and  the 
UVH  emergency  center 
doctors  can  reduce  sickness 
and  accident  fatality  rates, 
Johnson  said. 

All  ambulances  and  rescue 
vehicles  are  linked  to  the 
hospital  by  two-way  radio 
telephone.

In  handling  a  lot  of  photo¬ 
finishing  for  our  customers, 
we  have  become  aware  of  re¬ 
curring  problems  in  the  area  of 
framing.  We’re  not  talking 
about  the  frame  around  a  pic¬ 
ture  on  the  wall.  The  framing 
referred  to  here  is  the  compos¬ 
ing  of  a  picture  when  it  is 
taken.  - 

For  years  we  have  urged 
people  to  get  closer  to  the  sub¬ 
ject  when  taking  pictures. 
Maybe  the  message  is  getting 
through  because  some  people 
are  overdoing  it.  We  see  a  lot 
of  photos  of  people  with  the 
heads  partly  cut  off  or  group 
photos  with  half  a  person  on 
one  edge,  etc. 

Most  cameras,  that  is  instant 
load  cameras,  pocket  cameras 
and  inexpensive  35mm  cam¬ 
eras,  have  viewfinders  that  are 
separate  from  the  taking  lens. 
Therefore,  these  cameras  don’t 
take  exactly  what  you  see  in 
the  viewfinder.  Sometimes 
these  cameras  have  marks  in¬ 
side  the  viewfinder  to  correct 
for  this  phenomenon,  which  is 
called  parallax. 

If  your  camera  has  no  provi- 

an  in  the  viewfinder  to  help 
you  compensate  for  parallax 
and  if  you  take  pictures  at 
close  range  you  usually  will 
get  a  little  less  than  you  see  in 
the  viewfinder,  on  the  top  of 
the  picture,  and  a  little  more 
than  you  see  on  the  bottom  of 
the  picture.  In  some  cameras 
the  shift  is  to  one  side. 

Framing  problems  are  very 

ire  if  you  are  using  a  single 
lens  reflex  camera,  which  has 
parallax,  or  one  of  the  bet¬ 
ter  range  finder  cameras  which 
has  complete  parallax  correc¬ 
tion.  What  you  see  is  what  you 
get.  Usually. 

>  understand  the  whole 
problem,  you  have  to  realize 
what  the  role  of  the  photo¬ 
finishing  plans  is  in  this  prob¬ 
lem.  ALL  FINISHED  SLIDES 
AND  PRINTS  SHOW  A  LIT¬ 
TLE  LESS  THAN  IS  ON  THE 
NEGATIVE  OR  TRANS¬ 
PARENCY.  They  have  to.  If 
the  opening  of  a  slide  mount 
was  big  enough  to  show  the 
whole  transparency  the  film 
would  fall  out  of  the  mount. 
If  the  mask  in  a  printing 
machine  was  big  enough,  to 
show  the  whole  frame  you 
wouldv  have  a  black  border 


around  the  picture  with  fan¬ 
dom  information  and  numbers 
in,  film  brand  names  etc.  The 
new  borderless  prints  are 
cropped  even  more  than  the 
prints  with  borders. 

What  can  be  done  about 
these  problems? 


.  Don’t  blame  the  lab. 


2.  If  you  have  a  pocket  or  in¬ 
stant  load  camera  allow 
extra  space  above  the  sub¬ 
jects’  head  or  on  the  slide 
that  is  usually  cut  off. 


3.  If  your  camera  is  rectangu¬ 
lar  format,  take  all  pictures 
of  1  to  '3  people  vertical. 


4.  Don’t  risk  cutting  .some 
poor  guy’s  head  off  just  so 
you  can  get  his  shoes  in  the 
pictures.  Most  people  will 
believe  he  wears  shoes  even 
if  they  can’t  see  them. 


5.  Order  glossy  prints.  These 
always  come  with  a  border 
and  are  a  little  less  likely  to 
leave  out  something  that  is 
near  the  edge.  If  you  like 
borderless  prints,  leave  a 
little  extra  margin  around 
the  subject  when  taking  the 
picture. 


6.  Most  single  lens  reflex  cam¬ 
eras  show  slightly  less  in 
the  viewfinder  than  is  on 
the  film  itself,  to  compen¬ 
sate  for  the  smaller  opening 
in  slide  mounts  and  print¬ 
ing  masks.  Nikon  capieras, 
however,  show  the  same 
area  in  the  viewfinder  as 
the  film  frame  with  no  al¬ 
lowance  for  masking.  So  a 
mounted  slide  or  finished 
print  made  from  a  Nikon 
will  always  show  a  little 
less  than  what  was  seen  in 
the  viewfinder. 


.  Many  family  photos  are 
kept  for  generations.  They 
ought  to  be  worth  an  extra 
second  or  two  used  for 
more  careful  framing.

House  will  keep

The  House  today 
overwhelmingly  rejected  a 
move  to  abolish  its 
dissension-torn  Intelligence 
Committee.  It  is  expected 
instead  to  replace  it  with  a 
new  panel  headed  by  Rep. 
Otis  G.  Pike,  D-N.Y.  The  vote 
was  293  to  122. 

The  amendment  to  abolish 
the  committee  was  proposed 
by  Rep.  James  H.  Quillen, 
R-Tenn.,  and  backed  by 
members  who  called  the 
committee  a  threat  to  U.S. 
intelligence  agencies  because 
of  members’  attitudes  and 
leaks  to  the<  press. 

“You  simply  can’t  keep  the 
intelligence  agencies  on  the 
front  pages  day  after  day  and 
detail  one  exploit  after 
another  without  doing  great 
damage  to  them,”  said  Rep. 
Samuels.  Stratton,  D-N.Y. 

Strike  threatened 
by  postal  workers 

-A  nationwide  postal 
strike  is  threatened  next  week 
if  union  arid  management 
officials  fail  td  agree  on  a  new 
two-year  contract  for 
600,000  postal  workers. 

“There  will  be  no  mail 
deliveries  next  Monday 
morning  if  we  can’t  reach 
agreement  within  the  week,” 
warned  President  James  H. 
Rademacher  of  the  National 
Association  of  Letter; 
Carriers. 

Even  though  postal  workers 
are  forbidden  by  law  from 
striking,  Rademacher  says  “if 
we  have  no  contract  we  have 
a  right  to  withhold  our 
services.” 

The  Letter  Carriers  Union 
is  one  of  four  unions  whose 
contract  with  the  Postal 
Service  expires  at  midnight 
Sunday.  Should  the  parties 
fail  to  reach  agreement  on 
their  own,  the  law  authorizes 
fact-finding  and  finally, 
binding  arbitration  as  a  means 
of  resolving  their  dispute. 

Kissinger  criticizes 
Egypt  'nay  TO  U.N. 

Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  said  today  that 
Egypt’s  refusal  to  extend  the 
mandate  of  the  United 
Nations  troop  peace  keeping 
forces  in  the  Middle  East 
complicates  enormously 
efforts  to  negotioate  peace  in 
the  Middle  East. 

Kissinger  said  the  United 
States  was  surprised  by  the 
timing  ctf  Egypt’s  action,  and 
is  exploring  whether  the  U.N. 
Security  Council  could 
extend  the  peacekeeping 
force’s  mandate  without 
direct  requests  from  the 
nations  involved. 


Egypt’s  foreign  minister 
says  the  U.N.  peace  force 
cannot  remain  in  the  Sinai 
without  Egyptian  consent. 
Israel’s  prime  minister  says 
Egyptian  opposition  to  a  new 
term  for  the  force  could 
increase  tension.

The  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law 
School  is  now  essentially 
complete,  said  Paul 
Rasmussen,  physical  plant 
construction  engineer. 

The  structure  is  operational 
with  electricity  and 
plumbing,  said  Rasmussen. 
“All  that  remains  to  be  done 
is  minor  mechanical 
balancing,  installment  of  '  a 
few  remaining  items  of 
furniture  and  the  completion 
of  landscaping.” 

The  BYU  policy  that  the 
building  be  landscaped  by  the 
time  of  Occupancy  is  being 
fulfilled  by  the  university’s 
grounds  department. 

The  grass,  which  has  been 
taken  from  other  areas  or 
grown  by  the  department,  has 
already  been  planted  outside 
the  new  building,  said 
Wendell  Jarvis,  grounds 
superintendent. 

The  landscaping  itself  will 
be  in  style  with  the  rest  of 
the  campus,  matching  the 
concourse  across  the  street 
which  leads  to  it. 

Trees  Planted 

The  area  around  the 
building  is  already  dotted 
with  trees,  some  20  of  which 
were  salvaged  from  the 
construction  site  of  the 
addition  to  the  Harold  B.  Lee 
Library,  said  Jarvis.  “Other 
trees,  including  four  large 
spruce  trees,  were  donated  by 
members  of  the  community,” 
he  said. 

Several  large  planters  on 
the  ground  and  third  levels 
accent  the  scenery  of  the  new 
building.  Interior  planters  are 
also  included  in  the  design  of 
the  structure. 

The  transfer  of  the  170,000 
volume  library,  which  began 
early  last  month,  was 
completed  last  week. 

The  last  40,000  to  50,000 
volumes  of  the  school’s  vast 
record  collection  were  moved 
Friday.  These  books,  many  of 
which  were  gifts,  have  never 
been  placed  on  the  library’s 
shelves  before. 

Offices  of  the  law  school 
finished  their  change  in 
location  about  two  weeks 
ago.  The  transfer  of  these  last 
volumes  of  books  finalized 
the  school’s  move. 

“Though  the  book  transfer 
was  completed  last  week,” 
said  Thomas,  “the  final 
organization  of  the  boxed 
material  onto  the  shelves  here 
in  the  law  school  will  take  a 
little  longer.” 

Fall  Dedication 

The  total  arrangement  of 
the  entire  library  and  school 
in  the  new  building  will  be 
done  well  in  advance  of  the 
dedication  on  Sept.  5  and  the 
first  classes  to  be  held  there 
in  the  fall. 

The  new  facility  possesses  a 
capacity  for  some  two  million 
volumes,  offering  needed 
expansion  space  for  the 
rapidly  growing  law  library, 
which,  after  three  years,  is

the  28th  largest  in  the  nation, 
according  to  the  law  librarian. 

The  school  will  also  be 
equipped  with  unique 
provisions  which  are  now 
being  installed.  Individual 
carrels  in  the  new  building 
occupy  as  much  floor  space 
as  do  the  shelves  and  will 
accommodate  every  student 
enrolled  in  the  school. 

Microfilm  Facilities 

In  anticipation  of  the 
continued  growth  of  the 
library  itself,  the  new 
building  will  also  offer 
microfilm  facilities,  including 
portable  readers,  microfilm 
copy  machines  and  expanded 
microfilm  files  of  every 
variety,  which  will  extend 
rather  than  diminish  the  new 
school’s  capacity  as 
accumulation  continues,  said 
Thomas. 

The  St.  Francis  School  on 
900  North,  where  the  law 
school  has  been  located  for 
the  past  three  years,  will  be 
utilized  as  part  of  the 
Language  Training  Mission.

“This  is  the  period  of  drowsiness  before  ■« 
deep  sleep  occurs.” 

Dr.  Stephan  explained  that  many  people  report  having 
ideas  just  before  falling  asleep  or  as  they  awake. 

“This  is  typically  the  alpha  state,”  he  said. 

The  two  professors  have  been  doing  bio-feedback  studies 
that  measure  body  and  brain  states. 

“We  can  measure  body  and  brain  states  and  can  show 
people  how  to  achieve  these  states  for  creative  moments,” 
Dr.  Stephan  said. 

“There  are  two  ways  we  generate  ideas,  deliberate  and 
non-deliberate,”  he  said. 

“Most  people  are  acquainted  with  the  deliberate  state  such 
as  brainstorming  or  using  a  checklist,”  he, noted. 

Non-deliberate  ideas  are  uncontrolled,  accidental  and 
unpredictable.  These  are  usually  known  as  ‘flashes’. 

Dr.  Stephan  said  mental  blocks  often  cause  major  problems 
in  creativity. 

He  explained  that  blocks  happen  to  us  over  and  over  again. 
Hopefully,  awareness  of  blocks  will  reduce  them  and  allow 
people  to  be  less  inhibited  in  their  creativity. 

Dr.  Stephan  added,  “We  think  differently  in  different  body 
positions.  Also,  our  thinking  changes  with  the  seasons.” 

The  two  professors  will  attempt  verifications  of  their 
findings  and  ideas  through  experimental  research  using 
electro-physiological  measuring  devices.  Involvement  in  these 
experiments  will  include  students  and  professors.

At  the  last  meeting 
an  idea  was  tabled  for  six 
months  for  ignore  research 
after  which  it  will  be  brought 
back  for  a  deeisittfr.' 

Solutions  pondered 

Problems  or  suggestions  are 
brought  to  the  committee  by 
members  of  the  faculty, 
student  body,  and  study 
groups  doing  research  for  a 
class  project.  One  class  on 
campus,  Traffic  Engineering, 
which  is  taught  by  Glen 
Thurgood,  assistant  professor 
of  Civil  Engineering,  has 
helped  in  this  way. 

Some  of  the  suggestions  the 
committee  is  reviewing  at 
present  deal  with  the  parking 
decals,  solving  the  problem  of 
students  failing  to  register 
their  cars,  a  shuttle  bus 
service  and  possibly  parking 
meters  in  the  more  congested 
areas. 

“Simply  having  a  faculty 
sticker  or  student  sticker  and 
doing  away  with  the  zone 
parking,  was  suggested,  but 
could  you  see  the  problems 
we  would  have  if  at  8  a.m. 
15,000  students  all  tried  to 
park  in  the  lot  north  of  the 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Center?” 
said  Chief  Kelshaw. 

He  also  mentioned  that  he 
had  visited  a  college  campus 
in  Long  Beach,  Cal.  where 
they  had  3,000  living  on 
campus  and  had  an 
enrollment  of  30,000.  A 
shuttle  bus  system  was  what 
worked  best  for  them. 

Visitors  pose  problem 

A  lot  of  the  parking 
problem  is  not  with  the 
student  drivers  but  with  the 
visitors.  They  need  a  place  to 
park  also.  Since  September  of 
1974  Security  has  issued 
45,920  parking  permits  to 
visitors.  That  does  not 
include  those  visitors  who 
failed  to  register  their 
vehicles. 

“One  thing  the  committee 
is  concerned  about,”  said  the 
Chief,  “is  that  since  last 
September  over  1700  vehicles 
received  two  or  more 
citations  and  some  of  them 
were  towed  away  as  many  as 
three  times.”  He  explained 
that  if  a  car  is  ticketed  more 
than  three  times  the  owner  is 
contacted  and  stronger  steps 
taken. 

Works  on  suggestions 

These  and  other  problems 
are  the  main  concern  of  the 
Parking  Committee  right 
now.  They  work  from  those 
suggestions  submitted.  As  the 
secretary  to  the  committee, 
Chief  Kelshaw  answers  those 
that  are  submitted  and 
informs  them  of  what 
decisions  were  made. 

The  best  way  to  submit  a 
suggestion  is  to  write  a  letter 
or  even  a  small  note  and  sent 
it  to  BYU  Security.  As  much 
consideration  is  given  to  a 
small  note  as  is  given  to  a 
petition.

Outdoor  cooking 
draws  Y  teacher

Foreign  students  may  have 
less  cultural  adjustments  this 
fall  because  of  an 
“International  Pal  Program” 
initiated  by  the  International 
Student  Office. 

The  program  is  designed  for 
foreign  students  at  BYU  for 
the  first  time,  explained 
James  D.  MacArthur, 
counselor  in  the  Academic 
Standards  Office  and 
chairman  of  the  Pal  program. 

This  need  arises  from  the 
large  number  of  International 
students  here  at  BYU  and  the 
academic  problems  they 
encounter  their  first  semester 
here,  said  the  Pal  Program 
chairman. 

“An  average  semester  at 
BYU  has  about  1,200 
international  students 
enrolled,  representing  as 
many  as  70  different 
countries,”  said  Trevor  L. 
Christensen,  assistant  director 
of  the  International  Student 
Office. 

The  Pal  Program  was 
presented  at  a  regional 
conference  in  Salt  Lake  City 
and  also  at  a  convention  in 
Washington  D.C.,  where  it 
was  well  received. 

“The  people  at  the 
conferences  were  ecstatic 
about  the  program,”  said 
MacArthur. 

He  said  other  universities 
may  try  to  incorporate  the 
Pal  program,  but  no  other 


university  has  the  large 
number  of  students  familiar 
with  a  foreign  culture  and 
another  language  as  BYU. 

The  Pal  Program  will  use 
returned  missionaries  and 
other  students  with  a

A  former  BYU  faculty 
member,  author,  and  featured 
speaker  at  BYU’s  education 
weeks  has  made  between  75 
and  100  television 
appearances  in  the  past  year. 

Miss  Dian  Thomas,  of  the 
Home  Economics  Education 
Department,  has  been  on  the 
road  to  talk  about  her  book, 
“Roughing  It  Easy,”  a  guide 
to  what  she  calls  “no-fuss 
outdoor  cooking/’ 

Published  by  the  BYU 
press,  “Roughing  It  Easy” 
was  a  book  of  the  month  club 
selection  of  “Field  and 
Stream”  magazine.  Miss 
Thomas  was  named  an 
honorable  mention  winner  in 
“Forecast”  magazine’s  1975 
Home  Economics  Annual 
Awards  Program. 

Miss  Thomas’  cooking  art 
has  been  featured  in  major 
newspapers  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

“The  Happy  Cooker,”  as 
she  has  been  labeled,  cited 
her  invitation  to  appear  on 
the  Johnny  Carson  Show  as 
one  of  her  greatest  honors. 
She  appeared  on  June  4.  Miss 
Thomas  explained  that  the 
best  thing  about  being  on  the 
show  was  Mr.  Carson’s 
spontaneity.  “He  really 
participated,  and  was  such  a 
good  sport.” 

She  demonstrated  how  to 
make  a  fire  with  steel  wool 
and  flashlight  batteries,  bacon 
and  eggs  in  a  paper  bag,  as 
well  as  other  outdoor  cooking 
activities. 

Miss  Thomas  teaches 
outdoor  cooking  skills,  along 


with  other  homemaking 
ideas,  such  as  cooking  during 
the  energy  squeeze,  food 
storage  and  money  saving 
food  buys. 

According  to  Miss  Thomas, 
one  reason  “Roughing  It 
Easy”  has  done  so  well  is  that 
it  is  the  only  book  of  its  kind. 

“Twenty  per  cent  ,  of  the 
ideas  are  originally  mine,  with 
accumulated  bits  of  common 
knowledge  taking  up  the 
rest.”  She  cites  her  creation 
of  the  cardboard  box  oven  as 
one  of  those  original  ideas. 

Miss  Thomas  explained  that 
much  of  the  research  and 
refinement  of  ideas  for  the 
book  came  through  work  she 
had  done  for  her  thesis. 

She  developed  the 
curriculum  for  an  outdoor 
cooking  class,  and  then 
proceeded  to  teach  the  class 
to  both  students  and 
teachers. 

“I  never  worry  if  something 
is  forgotten  on  an  outing, 
because  that  gives  me  the 
challenge  of  meeting  the 
situation.”  Miss  Thomas 
continued,  “Creativity  is 
what  I  like.” 

As  to  her  theory  about 
camping,  the  former  Orem  Jr. 
High  teacher  explained  that 
the  fun  you  have  with  others 
is  the  most  important  aspect 
of  outdoor  cooking. 

She  said,  “Working 
together  on  an  outdoor 
project  allows  people  to  get 
to  know  each  other  much 
faster.  It’s  a  perfect  way  to 
bring  a  family  closer.” 

Miss  Thomas  is  presently 
writing  another  cookbook, 
which  she  hopes  to  have 
completed  by  January  1976. 


“The  new  book  will  feature 
cooking  in  the  home,  with 
unique  ideas  on  food 
preparation.”  Miss  Thomas 
stated  that  this  book  is  also 
designed  to  bring  people 
together  in  a  creative  setting. 


Requirements 
of  Gl  bill  given 


Veterans  and  their  dependents  must  be  properly  enrolled, 
actively  pursuing  a  degree  and  registered  at  the  Military 
Affairs  Office  each  term  in  order  to  receive  educational 
benefits  from  the  GI  Bill. 

Ina  Robbins  of  the  Military  Affairs  Office  said  that  each 
person  receiving  benefits  must  maintain  at  least  a  2.0  average 
and  be  “actively  and  consistently”  pursuing  a  declared 
professional  or  vocational  objective.  Each  person  must 
complete  the  required  courses  in  his  approved  program  in  the 
proper  sequence.  • 

“Undergraduates  must  carry  12  hours  and  graduates  must 
carry  9  hours  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  full-time  benefits,” 
Miss  Robbins  said. 

Lesser  benefits  are  available  for  part-time  students.  Audit 
hours  and  classes  being  repeated  may  not  count  toward  the 
benefits. 

Enrollment  information  cards  must  be  filled  out  at  the 
Military  Affairs  Office  in  B238  ASB  at  each  registration. 
Advance  pay  checks  will  be  released  upon  presentation  of 
registration  showing  classes  being  taken. 

Students  must  keep  the  Military  Affairs  Office  informed  of 
any  change  in  hours,  withdrawal,  dropping  of  classes  or 
change  of  address. 

Changes  of  major  must  also  be  reported  immediately  to  the 
office  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Veterans  Administration 
for  continued  benefits. 

Veterans  will  be  responsible  for  any  overpayments  received 
because  enrollment  changes  were  not  received.  Any  student 
failing  to  comply  with  the  procedures  will  be  reported  to  the 
regional  Veteran’s  Administration  office,  she  said.

This  weekend  the  Film 
Society  will  present  the  Marx 
Brothers  in  one  of  their  best 
efforts,  according  to  Wayne 
Hentschel,  chairman  of  Film 
Society. 

As  a  second  feature,  a  film 
made  from  an  Agatha  Christie 
novel,  “And  Then  There  Were 
None,”  will  be  shown. 

Complete  shows  will  begin 
at  6:30  p.m.,  8  p.m.,  and 
9:30  p.m.  on  both  Friday  and 
Saturday. 

All  shows  will  be  in  rooms 
on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Martin  Building  with  tickets 
being  sold  at  the  door  of 
room  446  MARB.  There  is  a 
50  cent  admission  charge;  no 
activity  card  is  required  for 
the  double  feature. 

Unlike  most  comedians 
whose  comedy  develops  from 
situations  where  they  are  the 
victims  of  society,  the  Marx 
Brothers’  comedy  challenges 
and  conquers  society,  said 
Hentschel. 

They  are  the  heroes  of  all 
who  have  suffered  from  other 
peoples’  hypocrisy, 
goldbricking  and  piety. 

In  “Horse  Feathers”  the 
brothers— Groucho,  Harpo, 
Chico  and  Zeppo— reached 
their  full  stature  as  the 
premiere  comedians  of  the 
early  1930s.  In  this  film  their 
“attacks”  include  college  life, 
education,  sports,  love  and 
the  depression. 

“And  Then  There  Were 
None”  is  an  excellent 
example  of  the  murder 
mystery  film  genre.  The  film 
is  very  well  directed  by  Rene 
Clair  and  stars  two  Academy 
Award  winning  actors,  Barry 
Fitzgerald  and  Walter  Huston, 
said  Hentschel. 

It  follows  a  group  of  ten 
people  who  are  brought 
together  on  a  mysterious, 
isolated  island  off  the  coast 
of  England. 

Finally  only  two  are  left, 
each  uncertain  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  other  is  the  killer. 
The  climax  brings  the  film  to 
a  blood-chilling  conclusion, 
said  Hentschel.

Osmonds  record  songs 


in  apartment  complex

Most  students  at  BYU  have  no  idea  that 
one  of  the  best  equipped  sound  recording 
studios  in  the  United  States  is  as  close  as  a 
Provo  apartment  complex. 

Although  it  is  no  secret  the  well-known 
singing  “Osmonds”  live  in  the  apartments’ 
office  complex,  it  seems  to  be  a  very  well 
kept  secret  that  the  singing  group  also  does 
its  recording  there. 

Even  fewer  persons  realize  that  the 
Osmonds  are  currently  compiling  a  list  of 
qualified  local  musicians  who  could  be  used 
as  backing  for  some  of  their  own  songs  and 
for  other  musicians  who  occasionally  use  the 
recording  studip.  Alan  Osmond,  oldest  of 
the  group,  feels  this  is  the  best  way  for  them1 
to  help  develop  local  talent. 

Two  years  ago  in  an  effort  to  reduce  travel 
between  Provo  and  Los  Angeles,  the 
Osmonds  built  a  recording  studio  below 
their  home  at  the  Riveria  apartments. 

“The  studio  was  designed  by  Westlake 
Audio  of  Los  Angeles,”  said  Alan.  “The 
company  computerized  information  about 
the  building  and  determined  the  basic  design 
for  the  best  possible  results.” 

The  sound  rebounding  system  in  the 
ceiling  is  somewhat  of  an  innovation  in 
recording  studio  design,  said  Wayne 


hard  surface  floor,  make  it  possible  for  each 
individual  instrument  to  be  heard  more 
clearly. 

Last  fall  the  studio  was  enlarged  to 
accommodate  larger  groups  of  musicians. 
The  expansion  also  enabled  songs  to  have 
the  string  and  horn  sounds  of  the  orchestra 
added  at  the  same  time. 

Famous  names  such  as  Sonny  James,  who 
produced  many  of  Marie’s  latest  songs;  Jerry 
Goldstein,  who  also  produced  Eric  Burton 
and  “War”;  and  Elton  John  who  will 
produce  Donny’s  next  album;  are  often 
called  on  for  technical  assistance  at  the 
Provo  studio,  noted  Alan. 

Although  the  recording  studio  has 
previously  been  used  only  by  the  Osmonds 
and  their  guests,  the  family  plans  to  open 
the  studio  to  local  talent  in  the  near  future. 

'The  great  versatility  of  the  studio  was 
explained  by  Alan.  He  said,  “Anything  that 
can  be  done  in  Los  Angeles  can  be  done  in 
this  studio.  Any  kind  of  mixing  or  unusual 
effect  can  be  done  here.” 

Looking  forward  to  movie  possibilities, 
equipment  was  also  installed  to  synchronize 
a  musical  score  with  the  pictures  of  a  feature 
film.  This  equipment  will  be  used  when  the 
filming  of  the  Osmonds’  current  movie  is 
concluded.

If  Dominguez  and  Escalante  had  returned  to  Utah  to 
establish  settlements  after  their  famous  exploration 
expedition  in  1776,  the  state  probably  would  not  have  a 
Provo  or  Spanish  Fork  or  Kanarraville  today. 

Instead,  localities  might  be  called  San  Antonio  de  Paudua, 
Dulcisimo  Nombre  de  Jesus  and  Nuestra  Senora  del  Pilar, 
according  to  two  BYU  historians  who  recently  retraced  a 
portion  of  the  Dominguez-Escalante  trail  from  Provo  south 
to  the  Utah-Arizona  border. 

In  fact,  the  whole  area  from  Duchesne  to  Provo  and  down 
to  Hurricane  near  St.  George  probably  would  have  been 
identified  by  a  series  of  Spanish  names  that  the  explorers 
used  for  their  camps,  explained  Dr.  Ted  J.  Warner,  chairman 
of  the  BYU  History  Department,  and  Dr.  Thomas  G. 
Alexander,  associate  director  of  the  Charles  Redd  Center  for 
Western  Studies. 

The  two  professors  form  one  of  six  teams  whicn  are 
retracing  the  entire  2,000-mile  trail  through  New  Mexico, 
Colorado,  Utah  and  Arizona  under  direction  of  the 
Dominguez-Escalante  State-Federal  Bicentennial  Committee. 
Melvin  T.  Smith,  director  of  the  Utah  State  Historical 
Society,  is  chairman. 

Results  of  the  project  will  be  compiled  by  Dr.  David  Miller 
at  the  University  of  Utah  who  is  chairman  of  the  trail 
j  exploration  portion  of  the  bicentennial  project. 

“Our  assignment  was  to  find,  as  closely  as  possible,  the 
actual  trail  and  campsites  of  the  expedition,”  Dr.  Warner 
said. 


The  two  BYU  professors  have  retraced  on  foot  and  in  a 
four-wheel-drive  vehicle  some  300  miles  of  the  trail.  As 
references  they  have  used  several  different  translations  of  the 
original  Spanish  journal  kept  by  Fray  Silvestre  Velez  de 
Escalante  on  the  five-month,  2,000-mile  expedition. 

The  historians  also  had  access  to  two  handwritten  copies  ot 
the  journal  produced  in  1792  and  1797  and  to  an  1854 
Spanish  publication  of  the  journal. 

Using  a  new  translation  by  Fray  Angelico  Chavez  of  Santa 
Fe,  N.M.,  the  two  professors  were  able  to  pinpoint  more 
accurately  than  previously  possible  the  location  of  some  20 
campsites  between  Provo  and  the  Utah-Arizona  border. 

“What  we  now  hope  to  find  is  an  unnamed  hill  or  other 
prominent  Utah  landmark  which  could  be  named  after 
Dominguez,”  Dr.  Warner  said.

He  noted  that  Fray  Francisco  Atanasio  Dominguez  and  not 
Escalante  was  the  real  leader  of  the  10-man  expedition,  but 
because  Escalante  wrote  the  expedition  journal,  he  has. 
received  most  of  the  credit  for  the  trek.  Several  Utah 
landmarks  including  a  mountain  range,  forest,  desert,  river 
and  town  have  been  named  after  him  but  nothing  has  been 
named  after  Dominguez. 

The  explorers  originally  set  out  from  Sante  Fe  m  July 
1776  to  find  a  new  route  to  Monterey,  California,  but  never 
got  any  farther  west  than  Utah.  However,  they  were  highly 
impressed  with  some  of  Utah’s  rivers  and  valleys  and  wanted 
to  establish  settlements  in  these  areas.

This  would  save  society  an 
estimated  $5.5  billion  for  one 
niodel  year,  the  professor  said 
in  a  report  prepared  for 
presentation  at  the  Fourth 
International  Conference  on 
Automotive  Safety  July 
14-16  in  San  Francisco. 

The  nationally  recognized 
auto  crash  researcher  said 
implementation  of 
mandatory  seat  belt  laws  will 
not  curb  the  rising  rate  of 
injuries  and  deaths  in 
automobile  accidents,  but  the 
use  of  airbag/lap  belt  systems 
will. 

“The  lap/shoulder  belt 
system  with  the  projected  26 
per  cent  nominal  usage  will 
result  in  a  35  per  cent 
increase  in  casualties  to  an 
alarming  54,000  deaths  and 
2.5  million  injuries  per  year 
by  1985,”  he  said. 

In  contrast,  installation  of 
air  cushion  restraints  in  all 
cars  sold  to  the  public  by 
1978  would  result  in  a 
predicted  saving  of  69,000 
lives  in  the  next  10  years,  he 
stated. 

“Even  with  belt  usage  of 
100  per  cent,  belts  can 
achieve  only  half  the 
steady-state  benefit  of  the 
airbag/lap  belt  system,”  Dr. 
Warner  noted. 

“Unless  decisive  action  is 
taken  now  to  introduce 
passive  restraints  (airbag 
systems),  annual  fatalities  will 
rise  by  more  than  35  per  cent 
by  1895,”  the  professor  said. 

Dr.  Warner  noted  that  some 
people  oppose  air  cushion 
devices  because  they  might 
fail  or  misfire. 

But  contrasted  with  today’s 
“active  restraint”  seat  belts, 
air  bags  are  far  superior  in  the 
protecting  motorists. 

■  System  reliability  for  air 
bag  devices  has  reached  a 
level  where  fewer  than  100 
failures  occur  in  one  million 
deployment-level  accidents, 
Dr.  Warner  explained.

A  grant  has  been  offered  to  the  city  for  continued 
construction  of  Provo’s  new  bicentennial  park. 

In  a  letter  from  the  Utah  American  Revolution 
Bicentennial  Committee  to  Provo  City  Commissioner  E. 
Odell  Miner,  the  city  was  informed  of  a  grant  totalling 
$58,563  for  the  development  of  the  park. 

Miner  said  that  the  funds  granted  by  the  state  committee 
for  the  park  will  be  dependent  on  the  city’s  ability  to  put  up 
matching  funds.  He  added  that  this  will  be  no  problem 
because  the  city  has  already  budgeted  funds  for  the  new  park 
project. 

He  said  that  the  entire  amount  of  the  grant  from  the 
Bicentennial  Committee  will  be  used  for  improvements  to 
the  park  area,  since  Provo  has  already  obtained  the  land  and 
begun  the  underground  preliminary  improvements. 

Provo  city  has  been  acquiring  land  in  southeast  Provo  for 
the  new  park  over  the  past  seyen  years,  Miner  said.  Actual 
development  of  the  area  has  taken  place  during  the  last  three 
years.  Miner  described  the  area  now  as  being  in  a 
“semi-improved”  condition. 

The  actual  location  of  the  park  will  be  between  1400  and 
1600  South  and  about  one  block  east  of  State  Street  (U.S. 
89  to  Springville). 

Presently  there  are  two  streets  leading  into  the  newly 
approved  park.  Neither  of  these  now  offers  adequate  access, 
Miner  said.  He  added,  however,  that  a  new  permanent  road 
will  be  constructed  between.  State  Street  and  the  park. 

Although  very  few  people  actually  live  within  walking 
distance  of  the  new  park,  Miner  said  most  neighborhoods  in 
the  city  have  their  own  parks.  Miner  noted  that  the 
bicentennial  park  will  be  a  regional  park,  and  will  be  used  by 
residents  of  the  entire  valley. 

The  park,  according  to  Miner,  will  have  a  large  natural 
amphitheater  and  the  lawns  will  be  terraced  to  form  areas  for 
spectators  to  be  seated.  He  said  that  in  addition,  baseball 
diamonds,  pavilions  for  cooking  and  eating,  playground 
equipment  and  a  large  bandstand  will  be  included. 

Miner  said  the  city  expects  to  have  the  new  park  ready  for 
use  by  next  July.  The  park  will  then  be  used  as  the  center  of 
the  Provo  Freedom  Festival.  According  to,  Miner,  the 
panorama  show  and  fireworks  display  will  then  be  held  in  the 
park’s  amphitheater. 

Nurses  to  tell 
of  programs 


CHANCE  THE  PLACE 


The  B  YU  College  of 
Nursing  is  involved  in  the 
Centennial  curriculum 
through  several  programs, 
according  to  college  officials. 

Maxine  J.  Cope,  dean  of 
the  College  of  Nursing,  said 
the  department  is  capitalizing 
on  BYU’s  centennial  by 
telling  various  clinical 
organizations  about  the 
_  university  .  and  its  nursing 
program. 

The  Clinical  Agency 
Program,  which  has  been 
functioning  since  May, 
involves  the  nursing  faculty 
of  BYU,  who  visit  various 
clinical  agencies,  including 
Utah  Valley  Hospital,  Utah 
State  Hospital,  Primary 
Children’s,  LDS  Hospital, 
Cottonwood  Hospital  and 
other  public  and  mental 
health  clinics  throughout  the 
state. 

‘‘Through  talks, 
presentations,  questioning 
periods  and  answers,  these 
clinics  gain  first-hand 
information  on  nursing 
advances,  plus  exchanging 
valuable  ideas  concerning 
nursing  education,”  Dr.  Cope 
said. 

“Our  efforts  tie  in  directly 
with  the  Centennial  because 
we  sell  the  BYU  and  its 
nursing  agendum,”  she  said. 
“We  feel  like  we’re  getting  to 
know  the  personnel  of  health 
agencies  and  establishing 
good  relationships.” 

“The  program  was 
presented  to  the  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  in  May  and  they 
were  extremely  interested.” 
According  to  Dr.  Cope,  “it’s  a 
good  way  to  take  the 
Centennial  to  the  agencies.” 

'The  agency  program  will 
become  a  permanent  part  of 
the  college’s  curriculum,, 
according  to  Cope. 

The  clinical  program, 
however,-  is  only  one 
component  of  the  college’s 
Centennial  efforts.  Along 
with  the  ^agency  program,  the 
College'  of  Nursing  will 
sponsor  gn  International 
Nursing  Seminar  Oct.  1-2  on 
the  BYU  campus. 

According  to  Mrs.  Donald 
Kingsolver,  chairman  of  the 


Centennial  committee  for  the 
College  of  Nursing,  the 
seminar  will  involve  nurses 
from  all  parts  of  the  state  and 
include  students  from  BYU 
and  Ricks  College . 

The  purpose  of  the  seminar 
is  to  develop  an  awareness  of 
BYU’s  Nursing  Department 
and  to  discuss  nursing  skills  in 
various  parts  of  the  world, 
she  noted. 

Mini-classes  will  be  held  to 
educate  nurses  and  will  be 
supplemented  by  panel 
discussions.  MrjjrKingsolver 
also  said  the  seminar  would 
be  a  great  opportunity  for 
“outsiders”  to  become 
conversant  with  BYU’s 
college  of  nursing,  especially 
during  the  centennial.

Utah's  shelter 


The  words  “student

Derelicts  sprawled  along  the  sidewalks;  the  avenues  are 
crowded  with  brothels;  and  corruption  rules  the  streets. 
That’s  the  picture  many  have  of  the  nation’s  big  cities. 

The  cities  are  filled  with  dope  peddlers  and  pornography. 
The  unsheltered  society  is  heaped  with  the  waste  of  a 
perverted  lifestyle. 


Utah  Valley,  in  a  small  degree,  has  some  similar  problems.

The 
fact  that  a  meager  30  per  cent 
of  the  student  body  votes  in 
an  election  confirms  that 
belief. 


Primary  concern 
Allow  me  to  express  my 
opinion  of  student 
government.  My  primary 
concern  is  not  what  student 
government  has  done  in  the 
past;  nor  is  it  whether  or  not 
student  government  is 
deserving  of  the  reputation  it 
has  earned.  Very  simply,  my 
desire  is  to  make  student 
government  something 


meaningful  to  the  students, 
something  in  which  they  will 
take  an  interest,  something 
that  they  will  appreciate  and 
respect. 

Writing  an  editorial  in  The 
Daily  Universe  will  never 
achieve  that  goal.  Putting 
practical  programs  into  action 
may.
